To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, County 
of Hillsborough, in said state, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Child’s Opera House 
in said town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act on the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose one Selectman for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Highway Agent, Town 
Clerk, Chief of Police and an agent to enforce the liquor 
laws for one year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library 
for two years, Trustee of Trust Funds for three years and 
to bring in your votes for the election of Delegates at 
large, District Delegates, Alternate Delegates at large, Al- 
ternate District Delegates to the National Conventions of 
the Democratic and Republican parties, to be held for 
the purpose of nominating party candidates for President 
and Vice President of the United States. 


Art. 2. To hear the reports of the town officers to the 
auditors, the reports of the auditors, agents, committees, 
or other town officers heretofore chosen or appointed and 
to pass any vote relating thereto.

To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the building and repairing of highways, brides 
and culverts.

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
sum of $100.00, the income to be used in the care and 
maintenance of the burial lot of {Wood Gilchrist in 
Maple Avenue Cemetery. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $500.00 to be applied on the salary of the district nurse. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to construct a 
sidewalk from Butler Street to the end of Butler Avenue, 
raise money for same or pass any vote relating thereto. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
for the support of band concerts the coming season. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $25.00 to defray the expense of winding the clock on 
Smith Memorial Church for the ensuing year. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town of Hillsborough, N. H., 
will vote to accept the gift of Miss Jennie G. Butler of 
the land at the corner of Main and Central Streets on 
which site shall be erected a building to be used exclu- 
sively for a library in memory of the Citizens of Hills- 
borough who served in the Wars.

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During the past season the Water Commissioners com- 
pleted the reconstruction of the old cement line from 
Loon Pond, thirty-one hundred and thirty-two feet, in 
length at a total cost of $9,262.76.

It is very gratifying to report that only one of our 
teachers failed to return to us this year. Miss Laura L. 
Newell went to Antrim as Headmaster of that High 
School, and Miss Mary J. Sanderson of Middlebury Col-. 
lege was elected to the position made vacant by Miss 
Newell’s resignation.

The results of the tests given to our soldiers upon their 
enlistment during the last war, were unsatisfactory, and 
were used to prove that the schools were not doing what 
we should expect of them. Whether or not there was

justice in that conclusion, we need not say. At any rate 
we all know that the schools, like all other human in- 
struments, are imperfect, and we are striving to make 
them more efficient, and we have evidence every day that 
they are becoming more and more efficient. Regardless 
of what these results prove, the very fact that these tests 
were given brought them prominently to the attention of 
the publie and to all teachers, so that intelligence tests 
and standard accomplishment tests are the most discussed 
modern instruments of education, and your superinten- 
dent has had the pleasure and profit of taking a cor- 
respondence course on Educational Measurements from 
the University of Chicago. 


There are two kinds of standard tests and they must 
be kept separate in our minds. ‘The intelligence tests 
have nothing to do with book learning, but are arranged 
to test the intelligence, the natural brightness of a child, 
and serve to indicate not what he has done or is doing, 
but they indicate rather what he is really able to do. 
The accomplishment tests on the other hand are tests 
on each subject taught. They have been given to many 
thousand children, in country and city schools, all over 
the country, and their average is found. When these 
tests are given to our children, we know just. how they 
compare with the average child of their age, and with 
the average child in their grade. 


Both kinds of tests were given to our pupils during | 
the year with interesting and gratifying results. There 
were 216 pupils tested, including those in grades 8 to 8. 


45 showed themselves more intelligent than the average 
of their age. 


25 showed themselves of average intelligence for their 
age. 


46 showed themselves less intelligent than the average 
of their age. ‘9 
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We interpret the above results to mean that our chil- 
dren are almost exactly, taken as a whole of average in- 
telligence. You will note that almost exactly the same 
number are above and below the average for their age. 


20 showed themselves more intelligent than the aver- 
age for their grade. 


36 showed themselves of equal intelligence. 


60 showed themselves less intelligent than the average 
for their grade. 


Comparing this table with the age table it will be seen 
that we have too many who did not do as well in these 
tests as pupils in their grade should do. ‘Two classes of 
children were made evident by these tests. 


Of the 60 who were doing poor work for their grade, 
14 did as good work as could be expected for their age, 
hence they had been pushed ahead too rapidly. The 
other class were the 20 who surpassed-the standard for 
their grade. Some of these already have been moved 
up a grade and are doing the work well. We have at- 
tempted to treat each pupil individually as far as possible. 


The findings of the intelligence tests were well sup- 
ported by the results of the accomplishment tests, which 
showed that in actual work in arithmetic and spelling 
tests our pupils ranked higher than the average for the 
country as a whole, and are doing much better work than 
was done by pupils forty or fifty years ago. 

We recommended last year that parents consider. seri- 
ously, the benefits of the Academie course in the High 
school. We will not repeat the argument here, but will 
say that the per cent of our pupils taking the academic 
subjects is not only very low in comparison with other 
high schools, but is even lower this year than it was 
last year. 

The Prize Essay Contest was for the second time a 
feature of the year in the High school. The general 
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theme for the essays was what high school pupils can do 
to benefit their town. The prize essays were read pub- 
licly on April 27, and the prize winners were :— 

First Prize, Marjorie A. Holden, 

Second Prize, Katherine Wadleigh, 

Third Prize, Frances Harrington. 


The Scholarship Award, presented by Mr. Haslet, went 
to Elbert Farrar, and the first installment of the prize 
was handed to him during the graduation exercises by 
Mr. Haslet. He is to attend New Hampshire University. 


Of the ten high school graduates of the Class of 1923, 
four have continued their education. Elbert Farrar and 
Edward Willgeroth are attending New Hampshire Uni- 
versity, Elmer Worth is at Dartmouth and Mary Quimby 
is studying to become a nurse. The High School Honor 
Pupils were Elbert Farrar, Mary Quimby and Elmer 
Worth, while the Honor Pupils in the Grammar School 
were Ilene and Erlene Murdough, and Richard Hall. 

High School graduation exercises were held on Thurs- 
day evening June 14th, and the Grammar School exercises 
on June 15. si 

The average number of visits paid by Superintendents 
to each school per year in New Hampshire is 20, your 
superintendent paid more than 30 visits to each school, 
but the number of visits by parents and friends is alto- 
gether too small, and is smaller this year than last year.
